Examiner's Amendment

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Response to amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment, filed September 19, 2006, with respect to claims 
23 and 29 have been fully considered. The rejection of claims 23, 24, 28 and 29 
has been withdrawn. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 1~ 
22 and 25-27 . 

Allowance 

3. Claims 23, 24, 28 and 29 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claim 23 Potdevin et ah (U.S. Patent 5,679,007, hereon 
Potdevin ) teaches a portable interface for one or more electronic smart cards. 
The interface is pluggable in a card reader, and includes a module that is 
designated to receive the card reader and having at one end pluggable means for 
making electrical connection with the card reader (see Potdevin , Fig. 4a and 
abstract). 

Whereas, unlike Potdevin , the claimed invention is a system for reading a 
Smart Card with an integrated controller comprising a logic set for operating and 
detecting a first expansion card and logic set for operating and detecting a 
second expansion card. The MUX logic provides communication between the 
expansion cards and bus controller logic using PCMCIA or CardBus PC card 
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communication protocols; and an adapter dimensioned to mate with a PCMCIA 
type II/III socket, the adapter is further dimensioned to receive a Smart Card. 
Citation of pertinent prior art 

> Bird (IEEE Article, 'Approaches to Electronic Miniaturization) 

discloses elements that lead to effective miniaturization of components 
such as Smart Cards and PCMCIA Modems. 

The remaining claims 24, 28 and 29 are dependent upon claim 23 and 
contain further limitations.
